CIA Says 
Key Tapes 
Destroyed 

Agency admits it eliminated 
video of harsh interrogations 

WAS H I N GTO N I The CIA videotaped its interro- 
gations of two top terror suspects in 2002 and 
destroyed the tapes three years later out of fear 
they would leak to the public and compromise 
the identities of U.S. questioners, the director 
of the agency told employees Thursday. 

CIA Director Michael Hayden said House 
and Senate intelligence committee leaders 
were informed of the existence of the tapes 
and the CIA’s intention to destroy them. 

He said the CIA began taping the interro- 
gations as an internal check on the program 
after President Bush authorized the use of 
harsh questioning methods. The methods 
included waterboarding, which simulates 
drowning, government officials said. 

The CIA decided to destroy the tapes in 
“the absence of any legal or internal rea- 
son to keep them,” Hayden said in a writ- 
ten message to CIA employees, obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

“The tapes posed a serious security risk,” 
he wrote. “Were they ever to leak, they would 
permit identification of your CIA colleagues 
who had served in the program, exposing 
them and their families to retaliation from 
al- Qaeda and its sympathizers.” (ap)

NASA Forced to Delay 
Launch of Shuttle Atlantis 

NASA called off Thursday’s launch 
of space shuttle Atlantis after detect- 
ing problems with a pair of fuel 
gauges in its big external tank, a 
recurring problem ever since the 
Columbia disaster. Shuttle man- 
agers said they would try again 
Friday, provided the problem can 
be solved quickly. “We’re keeping 
all our options open,” said launch 
director Doug Lyons, (ap) 


Bush says initiative 
to help homeowners 
is a sensible response’ 

WASHINGTON I Distraught home - 
owners facing the grim prospect 
of rising mortgage payments found 
hope Thursday that they can hold 
onto their houses by qualifying for 
a five-year freeze in loan rates. 

The plan is the Bush adminis- 
tration’s biggest move yet to show 
it is dealing aggressively with the 
mortgage crisis. The escalating 
problem is becoming a political 
issue and threatening to push the 
country into a recession. 

“The holidays are fast approach- 
ing, and this will be a time of anxiety 
for Americans worried about their 
mortgages and their homes,” Bush 
said. The administration’s efforts, 
he said, are “a sensible response to 
a serious challenge.” 

The initiative would hold down 


rates for certain subprime mortgag- 
es, which are loans offered to bor- 
rowers with weak credit histories. 

The administration hopes the 
rate freeze will slow the pace of 


foreclosures, buying time for the 
housing market to stabilize and 
begin to recover. 

The freeze will be available 
only to homeowners who have not

fallen behind on their payments 
at the lower introductory rates 
and who are living in the homes. 
This requirement would exclude 
people who bought investment 
properties hoping to profit from 
the housing boom. 

Also excluded from the rate 
freeze are people who can afford 
the higher payments. The admin- 
istration expects these people will 
move as soon as they can to refi- 
nance to more affordable fixed-rate

The teen entered the store 
Wednesday using an elevator, and 
moments later, gunfire pierced 
through the notes of Christmas 
music at the Westroads Mall’s 


Von Maur department store. Peo- 
ple huddled in dressing rooms and 
barricaded themselves in offices as 
19 -year-old Robert A. Hawkins 
sprayed the floor with bullets. 

Six store employees and two 
customers were killed. When the 
shooting was over, Hawkins shot 
himself. 

The mall was closed Thursday 
as authorities continued to investi- 
gate what may have motivated the 
teen to go on the shooting spree.

House OKs Fuel Standards

Bill would mandate 
better auto effieieney 
for first time sinee 75 

WASHINGTON | The House approved 
the first increase in federal automo- 
bile fuel efficiency requirements in 
three decades Thursday as part of 
an energy bill that also repeals bil- 
lions of dollars in oil company tax 
breaks and encourages the use of 
renewable fuels. 

The bill, passed by a vote of 
235-181, faces a certain filibuster in 
the Senate and a veto threat from 
the White House. 

Democrats characterized the 
legislation as “a new direction” in 
energy policy away from dependence 
on fossil fuels. But Republicans said 
the actions amount to government 
mandates that would lead to higher 
energy prices while doing little to 
spur production of more domestic 
oil or natural gas — fuels they say 
will remain essential. 

“We will send our energy dol- 


lars to the Midwest, not the Mid- 
dle East,” countered House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, referring to the bill’s 
emphasis on promoting renewable 
energy sources, especially etha- 
nol, which would see a sevenfold 
increase by 2022 to 36 billion gal- 


lons a year. 

The centerpiece of the bill is a 
requirement to boost automobile 
fuel economy by 40 percent to an 
industry average of 35 miles per gal- 
lon by 2020, the first such increase 
since 1975 - h. josef hebert (ap)

Romney Confronts Faith Question

Republican says he 
will not be beholden 
to his church if elected 

COLLEGE STATION, TEXAS iWithhis 
campaign at a crossroads, Repub- 
lican Mitt Romney said Thursday 
his Mormon faith should neither 
help nor hinder his quest for the 
White House and vowed to serve 
the interests of the nation, not the 
church, if elected president. 

“When I place my hand on the 
Bible and take the oath of office, that 
oath becomes my highest promise to 
God,” Romney said in a speech that 
explicitly recalled remarks John R 
Kennedy made in I960 in an effort 
to quell anti- Catholic bias. 

After declining for months to 
address the issue of his Mormonism 
directly, Romney switched course 


as polls showed widespread unease 
about his religion — and showed 
him losing his once -sizable lead in 


the opening Iowa caucuses to Mike 
Huckabee, a Baptist minister and 
former governor of Arkansas.

Romney said some believe that a 
forthright embrace of his faith will 
“sink my candidacy. If they are right, 
so be it. But I think they underesti- 
mate the American people.” 

“Americans tire of those who 
would jettison their beliefs, even 
to gain the world,” he said. 

In speaking frankly about his 
beliefs, he hoped to reassure other 


Christians about his intent. 

“Let me assure you that no 
authorities of my church, or of any 
other church for that matter, will ever 
exert influence on presidential deci- 
sions,” he pledged. “Their authority is 
theirs, within the province of church 
affairs, and it ends where the affairs 
of the nation begin.” 

“Religious tolerance would be a 
shallow principle indeed if it were 
reserved only for faiths with which 
we agree.” 

He assailed “the religion of sec- 
ularism” he said was creeping into 
American life and drew chuckles from 
his invited audience as he complained 
that Europe’s picturesque cathedrals 
are largely empty amid societies “too 
busy or just too ‘enlightened’ to ven- 
ture inside and kneel in prayer.” 

Romney’s rivals generally steered 
clear of comment on the speech, 
but Huckabee said Romney’s reli- 
gion has no bearing on wheth- 
er he would be a good president.

Parcel Explosion 
Kills I in Paris 

PARIS I A package bearing home- 
made bombs blew up Thursday in a 
lawyer’s office on a tony boulevard 
in central Paris, killing the woman 
who opened it. The motive for the 
unusual attack remained unclear. 

The building also housed a 
law firm co -founded by President 
Nicolas Sarkozy and a Holocaust 
research foundation. Officials said 
neither appeared to be targeted. 

A messenger delivered the pack- 
age, a wooden box that turned out 
to contain two homemade explosive 
devices.

At 2-week Bali summit, 
pressure mounts for 
U.S. to back global plan 

BALI, INDONESIA I First, Australia 
won international support for aban- 
doning the U.S. and signing a glob- 
al warming pact Washington has 
long opposed. Then, a U.S. Senate 
committee voted for deep cuts in 
greenhouse gas emissions.

Foreclosure Rate 
Continues to Rise 


Delinquent payments 
on mortgages reach 
highest level since ’86 

WASHINGTON I Home foreclosures 
shot up to an all-time high in the 
third quarter, fresh evidence of 
the problems afflicting distressed 
homeowners amid the housing 
meltdown. 

The Mortgage Bankers Associa- 
tion in its quarterly snapshot of the 
mortgage market released Thurs- 
day said that the percentage of all 
mortgages nationwide that started 
the foreclosure process jumped to 
a record high of 0.78 percent dur- 
ing the July-to- September period. 
That surpassed the previous high 


of 0.65 percent, which was set in 
the prior quarter. 

More homeowners also fell 
behind on their monthly pay- 
ments. 

The delinquency rate for all 
mortgages climbed to 5.59 per- 
cent in the third quarter. That was 
up from 5.12 percent in the second 
quarter and was the highest since 
1986, the association said. 

Homeowners with spotty cred- 
it who have subprime adjustable - 
rate loans were especially hard hit. 
Foreclosures and late payments for 
these borrowers also reached all- 
time highs in the third quarter. 

The association’s survey covers 
more than 45 million home loans 
nationwide, (ap)

Music in the Air 


Macon, Ga., blends 
Southern charm with 
endless musical lore 




IN TRAVEL I Little Richard welcomed 
me to Macon. 

OK, it was a recording of Little 
Richard’s voice, not the actual artist 
who sang “Long Tall Sally,” “Good 
Golly, Miss Molly” and “Tutti Fmtti,” 
which, in June of this year, topped 
Mojo magazine’s list of “100 Records 
That Changed the World.” 

Still, when you call the Macon- 
Bibb County Convention and Visi- 
tors Bureau, you can’t help feeling 
happy when you hear a famil- 
iar voice shout, “Hi, this is Little 
Richard, the architect of rock and 
roll, talking to you from my home 
town of Macon, Georgia!” 

Located on the banks of the 
Ocmulgee River, Macon is a town 
of 97,255 citizens, at last count. 
It’s also an anthology of 19th- and 
early 20th-century architecture, 
from Federal and Victorian styles 
through art deco. 

At the Georgia Music Hall of 
Fame, just two blocks from the 
visitors’ center, the exhib 
its are organized as “vil- 
lages,” each devoted to a 
different genre: jazz and 
swing, gospel, rhythm and 
blues, country and so on. 

There’s also akids’ area that 
features such hands-on dis- 
plays as a drum kit and a com- 
position station where you can 
press buttons, see notes appear on 
an overhead screen and then hear 
your opus played back. 

The list of annual inductees 
gives a sense of 
the extraordi- 
nary range of 
music found in 
a single state:

Last-place club will try 
to be aggressive and 
fast under new coach 

CAPITALS I The Capitals contin- 
ue to occupy the NHL basement 
heading into Friday night’s game 
at New Jersey and Saturday’s home 
tilt against Atlanta. 

But center Brooks Laich makes 
it clear that the club has a winning 
record (3-2-1) since Bruce Boudreau 
replaced Glen Hanlon behind the 
bench on Nov. 22 — impressive, 
considering the injury-riddled Caps 
(9-16-2) played those six games 
over just nine days. 

“Being able to do that is a trib- 
ute to Bruce — being able to han- 
dle a team that was thrown right 
into the fire,” said Laich, who won 
an American Hockey League title 
under Boudreau in Hershey. 

Now, after five days off, the Caps 
will hope that the time spent learn- 
ing Boudreau’s system will pay off 
in points. 

“It’s been huge for us. He brought 
in a new voice, a new enthusiasm, 
but we were still all over the place. 
Now, we have four days of practice 
under our belt. We know the sys- 
tem now, and we’re all excited to 
see where we’re going.” 


On the ice, there will be a change 
in the Caps’ approach. Defensemen 
will be more active, pressuring the 
opponent further up the ice and 
joining the offensive rush more 
frequently. 

“We want to take away every 
inch of ice,” Laich said. “You look 
at every one of our D-men, and 
everyone can skate. They’re all 
offensive -minded.” 

The forecheck will be more 
aggressive and the power play is 
now designed to create more offen- 
sive passing options. Everyone will 
be involved. 

“The main thing that Bruce says 
is, it’s not just four guys on the ice; 
it’s five guys moving up and down 
the ice together,” Laich said, adding 
that players will be trusted to make 
their own reads and take chances. 
“He looked at our lineup and really 
likes the players we have. We were 
underachieving.” 

Now it’s a matter of getting all 
those players back.

Blatche Hits 


Wizards’ young center 
worked himself into 
shape this offseason 

W I z A R D S I Eddie Jordan barely had 
to think about how Andray Blatche 
has improved most. 

“First of all, he had to condition 
himself a little bit better” Jordan 
said of Blatche, who has boosted 
his game as the Wizards’ backup 
center in his third year with the 
team. “That was No. 1; that was 
No. 2 and No. 3. His conditioning 
was awful. 

“Now he’s working on condi- 
tioning,” Jordan said, raising his 
voice as Blatche walked past, “and 
you can see his skill level come out 
and his talent.” 

“I was sick,” Blatche replied 
with a grin. 

“Yeah, he was sick for eight 


months,” Jordan said. “Right now, 
he understands what it’s about.” 

Through 18 games this season, 
Blatche is averaging career highs in 
every major category. He’s scoring 
7.1 points per night while shoot- 
ing 49 percent from the floor. That 
production — plus his defensive 
contributions of 4.8 rebounds and 
1.9 blocks per game — has helped 
him to nearly double his minutes 
to 19.8 per contest. 

Blatche’s move to the middle of 
the paint was necessitated by the 
loss of Etan Thomas, who had open- 
heart surgery over the summer and 
remains out indefinitely. 

An athletic big man, the 6-foot-ll 
Blatche was picked by the Wizards 
(9-9) during the second round of 
2005 draft. He rarely saw the court 
in his first season and toiled last year 
in bench oblivion behind Haywood, 
Thomas and Darius Songaila.

He scored all eight of his points 
in Wednesday’s 105-86 win over 
Cleveland in the first half. Jor- 
dan praised that effort but noted 
the big man still could have been 
more consistent throughout his 17 
minutes. Blatche will get an even 
bigger test Friday night when the 
Suns bring star big men Amare 
Stoudemire and Shawn Marion 
to town. 

“Last year, we used him at center 
and forward, so we probably watered 
it down a little too much for him. 
But now he’s concentrating on the 
center spot, and he’s become more 
efficient,” Jordan said. “He knows 
how he’s going to get his playmak- 
ing skills out of it — and his scor- 
ing skills.”

R AV E N S I As a newcomer to the Bal- 
timore Ravens, Willis McGahee 
figured it wouldn’t be appropriate 
for him to suggest a solution to the 
team’s struggling offense.

Toliver Takes 
Over for Terps 


Maryland’s star guard 
is a master at raising 
her game at key times 

TERPS WOMEN’S HOOPS I They were 
sick, almost all of them, and what 
was happening on the court wasn’t 
helping. 

The No. 3 Maryland Terrapins, 
two days removed from a loss to 
No. 4 Rutgers, were trailing late in 
the second half Wednesday against 
Middle Tennessee State. 

Kristi Toliver was feeling it, the 
stomach virus that was barreling 
through the program so fiercely that 
even pregnant coach Brenda Frese 
stayed home. By Laura Harper’s esti- 
mation, everyone but her and Crystal 
Langhorne was feeling ill. 

Mostly, though, Toliver was feeling 
frustration. Assistant coach Daron 
Park, filling in for Frese, had lit into 
the Terps (11-1) at halftime and still 
the Blue Raiders had forged ahead. 

“I felt like he was speaking direct- 
ly to me,” said Toliver, the junior point 
guard. “I wanted to turn it up a notch 
and play as hard as I can.” 

She did. In the final five minutes, 
Toliver scored nine points, includ- 
ing the 3 -pointer that gave Mary- 


land the lead and the free throws 
that sealed the victory. 

After the game, she couldn’t even 
muster a smile and had to excuse 
herself early from the postgame press 
conference. But everyone around her 
was singing her praises. 

Throughout Toliver’s tenure at 
Maryland, it has been center Crys- 
tal Langhorne who has gotten most 
of the major press. But with Lang- 
horne missing five of the first six 
games this season, Toliver has 
stepped to the forefront. She aver- 
aged 12 points per game through her 
first two seasons. She’s averaging 
18.2 points per game this year. She 
had averaged 4.5 assists per game; 
now she’s averaging eight. 

“That’s why she’s the best point 
guard in the country,” Middle Ten- 
nessee State coach Rick Insell said. 
“There’s no ifs, ands or huts about it. 
That kid’s going to be on an Olym- 
pic team one year.” 

Toliver willed the Terrapins to 
victory Wednesday. She’ll be back 
in the spotlight on Friday against 
Northern Iowa and again on Sunday, 
when the Terps play Temple. 

“Kristi’s a winner. It’s as simple as 
that,” Harper said. “She’s going to put

‘Atonement’ is a 
proper period drama: 
sad, poetic, beautiful 

FILM I Those ruby- red lips puffing 
away at a delicately hand-rolled cig- 
arette, those shoulder blades jut- 
ting like weapons from a knockout 
of a backless, emerald-green gown 
— Keira Knightley would seem to 
be starring in an elegant period 


drama, one that’s predictably and 
self-consciously reserved. 

“Atonement” is anything but. It 
changes again and again, lulling 
us in with its glamorous trappings 
before turning sexy, suspenseful, 
richly romantic and achingly sad. 
And if you haven’t read the Ian 
McEwan best-selling novel that 
inspired it, you’ll be dazzled by its 
twist of an ending. 

Joe Wright, who directed 


Knightley to an Academy Award 
nomination for 2005’s “Pride & 
Prejudice,” rejoins most of his tech- 
nical team from that film for this 
decades-spanning story of jealousy, 
betrayal and repentance. 

Screenwriter Christopher 
Hampton, an Oscar winner for 
“Dangerous Liaisons,” circles back 
on a few crucial moments as “Atone- 
ment” gathers its initial steam, a 
subtle, insightful reminder that 


perspective is everything. 

Knightley stars as Cecelia 
Tallis, an idly rich recent col- 
lege graduate who indulges in a 
passionate encounter with Rob- 
bie Turner (James McAvoy), the 
charming and educated son of 
the family’s housekeeper, on the 
sultriest day of the summer in 
1935 England. Cecelia’s younger 
sister, Briony (played startlingly 
as a child by the wide-eyed Sao- 
irse Ronan), who has a schoolgirl 
crush on Robbie, catches them 
in the act and accuses him of a 
crime he didn’t commit, which 
changes the course of all of 
their lives. 

Skipping ahead in time, Rob- 
bie ends up in the Army during 
World War II and is among the 
British awaiting evacuation from 
the beach at Dunkirk. Slowly los- 
ing his grip on reality, he longs 
for a return to normalcy, to the 
woman he still loves. 

And this is where Wright has 
staged his duly acclaimed, virtu- 
oso tracking shot, a single Steadi- 
cam take that lasts an awesome 
5 1/2 minutes. Following Robbie 
as he trudges along the sand, it 
encompasses all manner of chaos 
in one fell swoop: arriving boats, 
dying soldiers, a melancholy choir, 
blood and carnage.

AMERICAN GANGSTER (R, 151 minutes) 
This movie stars Denzel Washington 
as Frank Lucas, a beneath-the-radar 
Harlem heroin impresario of the 1970s 
who put together an astonishing orga- 
nization before anyone noticed, and 
Russell Crowe as Richie Roberts, the 
Jersey detective who took him down. 
Director Ridley Scott plays the stories 
of Lucas and Roberts off each other so 
adroitlythatwedon’t notice thatthe two 
antagonists aren’t even aware of each 
other until the movie’s second half and 
never eyeball each other until the last 20 
minutes. The movie hastheaspirations 
of an epic of crime and punishment, a 
superb feel for time and milieu, and an 
almostsubliminalfeelfor myth, (ah) 
AUGUST RUSH (PG, 114 minutes) This 
contemporary fairy tale follows the 
predictable course of August (Freddie 
Highmore), an orphan who waits for the 
day when he’ll find his parents. We’ve 
metthem:an Irish rock singer (Jonathan 
Rhys Meyers) and a classical cellist (Keri 
Russell). Howthey get involuntarily sepa- 
rated is justoneofthealmost unbearable 
contrivances that permeate this movie, 
which plays more to the gag reflex than 
to the heart, especially when our orphan 
starts playing the guitar like a virtuoso 
after what seems like a three-minute 
tutorial, (dt) 

AWAKE (R, 80 minutes) Hayden 
Christensen playsa man whofinds him- 
self awake and aware during heart sur- 
gery. He “imagines” himself off theoper- 
ating table, and roamsthe world, passing 
through pastand present invisibly. Inthis 
condition, he is able to assemble the plot 
behind the alarming news he acquires 


in the operating room. I liked the mov- 
ie’s unassuming nature, the way it never 
goes all stylish and becomes one of those 
films about being afilm, as opposed to 
being about telling a story. It is a pleas- 
ing if negligiblediversion. (sh) 

BEE MOVIE (PG, 91 minutes) It would be 
wrong to suggestthatthis movie, which 
features the voice of Jerry Seinfeld as 
a wisecracking insect, is unpleasant to 
sit through. But it would also be wrong 
to claim that it is abuzz with hilarity. The 
movie, which Seinfeld also co-produced 
and co-wrote, never takes off. How could 
it, with such a bee-labored premise: that 
Barry (Seinfeld) becomes so outraged 
about food companies profiting from 
honey, betakes humanity to court? And 
the morethe movie progresses, the more 
you realize how much Seinfeld’s voice 
sounds like a droning bee — the kind you 
want to swat away, (sh) 

BEFORE THE DEVIL KNOWS YOU’RE DEAD 
(R, 117 minutes) This is the story of two 
brothers, one strong, one weak, whose 
desperation and greed lead them down 
an increasingly depraved path. Philip 
Seymour Hoffman plays Andy, thealpha 
bro’; Ethan Hawke is Hank, not nearly as 
successful. Both men have money issues, 
which iswhy AndyapproachesHankwith 
a plan to get more. What makes thefilm 
so riveting is Hoffman, who delivers a 
tour deforce performance. And director 
Sidney Lumet weaves in and out of the 
action, proving to be as adroit with new 
technology as he was with old-school 
celluloid. (DT) 

BEOWULF (PG-13, 120 minutes) Director 
Robert Zemeckis uses atechnique called 
motion-capture to conjure fantastical 
things, angles into action and sweep- 
ing vistas to stun your eyes and take 
your breath away.

loves) his little brother, but when he gets 
inascrape, he has no problem appealing 
to Santa for a quick job to raise some extra 
cash.

GONE BABY GONE (R, 120 minutes) One 
of the great pleasures of mystery writer 
Dennis Lehane and of the movies derived 
from his books — “Mystic River” and 
now this film — is sense of place. The 
books are like a tour of back-alley, blue- 
collar Beantown ; spend time with them in 
any form and you start swallowing your 
r’s,then spittingthem outas h’s. That’s 
what makes this movie, directed by Ben 
Affleck, such a pleasure. Two detec- 
tives, Patrick Kenzie (Ben Affleck’s gift- 
ed younger brother, Casey) and Angie 
Gennaro (Michelle Monaghan), are 
brought in on a case that has the neigh- 
borhood and thecopstied up in knots.

On a routine 
assignmenttoassassinatea rising politi- 
cal moderate in St. Petersburg, Agent 47 
(Timothy Olyphant) finds himself caught 
in a double cross, and being chased by 
Interpol agent Mike (Dougray Scott).

Often using real-life vignettes and 
Dylan’sown quotationsas hisjumping- 
off point, Haynes hasdelivered an absorb- 
ing, occasionally hallucinatory disquisi- 
tion on how Dylan has brilliantlyeluded 
his audience’s projections, (ah) 

INTO THE WILD (R, 140 minutes) Sean 
Penn sings a powerful and poetic hymn 
to America with hissweeping, sensitive 
and deeply affecting adaptation of Jon 
Krakauer’s best-selling book. Penn, who 
wrote and directed the screen version, 
has preserved the book’s most icon- 
ic, even mystical, values while careful- 
ly whittling away Krakauer’s multi-lay- 
ered narrative to focus on its confound- 
ing protagonist: Chris McCandless, the 
23-year-old who embarked on a 113-day 
sojourn in the Alaska backcountry that 
ended in his death. Emile Hirsch plays 
McCandless, putting himself through the 
kind of punishing physical challenges and 
transformations Robert De Niro has made 
famous. Thefilmisfar more than thestory 
of an idealistic, doomed young man and 
instead turns into a portrait of an alterna- 
tive America, that scruffy, feisty frontier

MARGOT AT THE WEDDING (R, 91 min- 
utes) Nicole Kidman playstheemotion- 
ally brittle Margot, who brings her son 
to attend the wedding of her estranged 
sister, Pauline (Jennifer Jason Leigh), 
to ne’er-do-well artist Malcolm (Jack 
Black).

NO COUNTRY FOR OLD MEN (R, 120 min- 
utes) Derived from the Cormac McCarthy 
novel of the same name, this high-end 
“literary” thrillertraffics as much in ideas 
as in thrills, sometimes to its own detri- 
ment. It follows as a Vietnam vet (Josh 
Brolin) out antelope-hunting comes 
across a Texas drug deal gone bad. 
Bodies, guns, blood, flies and folly are 
everywhere on the arid plains. Eachfig- 
ure is given, a la standard thriller oper- 
ating procedure, a single moral or psy- 
chological attribute and then acts in 
accordance to that principle and noth- 
ing else. It’s meant to be “ironic,” with 
that big capital I. Instead it’s unsatisfy- 


ing, with a capital U. (sh) 

THIS CHRISTMAS (PG-13, 117 minutes) 
The Whitfields are by any standards pros- 
perous, and they can look with pride on 
whattheir progeny hasaccomplished. But 
such happiness is based on a compact 
by which each member agrees to avoid 
certain subjects. The moviechroniclesa 
holiday season in which the subjects, at 
last, are not avoided.

They look terrific for a duo whose 
holiday act debuted 43 years ago. 

Though one still carries around 
a spare tire of belly fat, it doesn’t 
seem to have aged him, and the 
other is still a bright, shining guy 
despite some rough times.

for Rankin/Bass. For many years, 
the delicate wood, wire and fabric 
puppets had been treated casually: 
first as toys and later as holiday 
decorations. 

“They had Rudolph in a candy 
dish with candy all around him, 
just on a coffee table, and peo- 
ple would just reach in around 
Rudolph’s body and pull out a 
candy cane or something,” Kriess 
said. In the family’s holiday pho- 
tos, you could spot Santa slumped 
under a tree in a corner, he said. 

Arthur Rankin Jr., who with 
producing partner Jules Bass cre- 
ated the “Rudolph” special for orig- 
inal sponsor General Electric, said 
the figures were just going to be 
thrown out, so his secretary took 
them home and gave them to 
family. No effort was made 
to preserve them, because 
no one imagined the show 
would become a hallowed 
classic. 

“You make a film and 
you don’t know whether it’s 
going to work or not, whether 
it will have an audience,” said 
Rankin, 83, reached by phone 
in Bermuda, where he is now 
retired. “In the case of ‘Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer,’ it 
went beyond any expectations.”

In the spirit that a little time and 
effort make any gift that much more 
special, Tom and I set out to 
create the DIY Duo’s first 
gift guide. These easy 
projects bring some 
funk to the holiday sea- 
son, and didn’t complete- 
ly empty our wallets. Two 
of our creations are above: 
you’ll see the other two in next 
week’s column. 

Dartboard End Table 

I Our condo’s too small to play 
darts, so we decided to build 
this homage to Tom’s favorite 
game. Stealing the idea of using 
plumbing pipes as a base from a 
friend, I headed to Home Depot, 
where I spent two hours staring 
at the selection of steel pipes and 
connectors — fitting them togeth- 


er, taking them apart, praying that 
somehow I’d find a combination to 
serve as table legs. When I finally 
called Tom, he figured out what we 
needed in about 90 seconds. 

The base of our table is made up 
of nine pipes and six connectors, 
all 34 inch in diameter. The dart- 
board sits upon an H- shaped base, 
to which the legs are attached. (You 
can’t see this part in the photo.) 
We made the two sides of 
the H by screwing four 5 - 
inch pieces of pipe into 
the sides of two T-shaped 
connectors. The crossbar 
of the H is a 10 -inch pipe, 
screwed into the remaining 
opening on each T- connector. 
The four legs — each 18 -inch pipes 
— connect to the four ends of the 
H via 90 -degree, elbow- shaped 
connectors. 

To add the dartboard, we first 
drilled four holes for 1 34-inch 
screws in the H-shaped chassis. 
Since the plumbing pipes were a 
dull greasy color, we washed the 
whole setup and gave it a coat of 
black spray paint. Once dry, we 
drove screws through the base.

The Guitar Shop (1216 
Connecticut Ave. NW; 202-331- 
7333) is my go -to spot for the plas- 
tic triangles, but they’re available at 
any music store. These picks were 
60 cents each, but smaller ones can 
cost as little as 10 cents. 

Uncurl a metal paper clip and 
heat the tip for about five seconds 
in an open flame, until the tip glows 
red. (Watch your hands while heat- 
ing the metal.) Push the heated end 
through the pick, and a hole is born. 
Make sure it’s close enough to the 
edge of the pick — about an eighth 
of an inch in — that you can fit the 
base of the earring hook around 
it. Just leave enough space so you 
can’t accidentally burn through 
the edge, leaving a useless notch 
instead of a hole. 

Thread a French hook (available 
for 10 to 15 cents per pair at crafts 
stores) through the hole, and pinch 
it closed with a pair of needlenose 
pliers. Ready to rock?

Houses of Rockers 


A wild book 
captures the 
homes of those 
about to thrash 

Dishes, old bikes, toothpaste. Stickers, 
posters, the copious use of paint, 
skulls and found art. In glorious, gar- 
ish color, these are 
the details photo- 
graphed in “Punk 
House: Interiors 
in Anarchy” ($19, 
Abrams), a telling 
dispatch from a 
thriving but lit- 
tle-seen subculture. Abby Banks 
road-tripped to musicians’ group 
houses in cities across the nation to 
do it; Sonic Youth’s Thurston Moore 
wrote the forward. In Banks’ intense 
images, these crash pads come across 
as hardcore Edens, models for com- 
munal living and outsider havens. 
Express spoke to her about how she 
went from punk- show ticket-holder 
to documentarian. 

How did the project come about? 

I was at a punk house in San Pedro, 
called the 4th Street House, that’s 
no longer there. Then I was at a 
punk show, just hanging out, and 
they were saying they didn’t know 


how long the house would be there. 
I was like, “This place needs to be 
documented.” That night, I decided 
I had to go across the country. 

Just like that? 

It sounds dramatic, but 
I freaked out. I couldn’t 
sleep. I started writing 
down everywhere I could 
go. I wrote letters to peo- 
ple I knew were interested 
in punk and underground hous- 
es, and asked for advice. I bought 
a truck and a camera and started 
traveling. 

Did you have a book contract? 

Oh, no, this was totally fueled by 
nothing. Just purely by being inter- 
ested in these places. 

Did you ever imagine it would end 
up as this gorgeous book? 

That was a pipe dream. I thought I 
was gonna release it in volumes as 
a ’zine, but looking into printers, I 
realized I didn’t have enough money 
to do it. 

But you skipped D.C., hotbed of 
punk houses! 

I wanted to go to the Dischord 
House, but we traveled for, like, three 
and a half months, and by the end of 
that time, we were exhausted. There 
are so many places I missed. 


What makes a punk house? 

To me, it’s usually a house shared by 
a bunch of people of like mind with a 
sense of humor. I think politics are a 
lot of people’s lives — it’s important 
to punk people. So, I think 
underground music, rad- 
ical politics and a good 
• sense of humor. 

Did anyone turn 
you down? 

Yeah, some people just outright 
turned us down. They said, “Don’t 
come over; we don’t want to do this.” 
And some people, once we got to the 
house, there was something strange 
in the air, and they were like, “Are 
you guys with the government? Are 
you FBI or CIA?” And it’s kind of 
hard to prove you’re not working 
for the government. All I can say 
is, I don’t think the government is 
interested in your dishes. 

The scene has changed over the 
past 20 years. 

It’s got a different spirit, but that’s 
an ongoing theme. Some of those 
houses are gone and ended in violent 
situations, but the sense of overall 
community and providing a space 
for their friends to be creative and 
open — I think punk has to do a 
lot with that. I don’t think it’s eas- 
ily crushable, in the souls of these

I am wondering if you have any sug- 
gestions for a fun cookbook gift for 
a guy who is just learning to cook.

-►Any one of Bruce Aidell’s books 
would be appropriate, especial- 
ly his “Complete Book of Meat.” 
The recipes span from classic to 
sophisticated. (I just bought his
